cover these overpayments but nothing 
is quite so unfortunate as to have to 
insist on people refunding money. A 
person naturally feels that the money 
te or she receives is the correct a- 
mount and. resents being asked to 
pay some of it back. It seems like 
gross carelessness on the part of the 
officials and indeed it is in somo 
cases. 

However, every account is care- 
fully checked by the auditor and by 
the treasury officials, and if the 
slightest mistake is found some one 
is on the carpet. 

Why are overpayments made? Aside 
from the reason given, they are: 

Children working for wages. 

Children not attending school, 

Parents not maintaining the child- 
ren. 

Efforts are made to prevent over- 
payments but when they are made, 
collections must be resorted to, how- 
rver painful they are to both sides. 

It is really surprising to note some 
of the ways the Act is being illegally 
used, During the last year convictions 
were obtained as follows: 

Duplicate accounts, 45 cases. 

Fictitious children, 29 cases, 

Deceased children, 13 cases, 

The fact that there were so few 
cases speaks well for Canadian mor- 
ality. 

Other problems that cause misery 
to the officers are broken homes 
where both parents claim the allow- 
ance,chauges in the custody of the 
children and misuse of family allow- 
ance, 

When a report is received regard- 
ing some of the above conditions, the 
welfare workers in the district are 
asked to investigate. 

During the last year in 4000 cases 
change was made in the payee. In 
180 cases an administrator was ap- 
pointed. In 640 cases the social a- 
gency was given control. If anyone 
is convinced that the funds are not 
being used for the benefit of the 
children, it is a duty to report it to 
the department of National Welfare, 
‘Ottawa, because , the taxpayers are 
distributing the mioney for a very 
definite purpose.

From its name and some of the 
technical terms used in the sport 
various writers have ascribed its 
origin to The Netherlands, It has

The meeting was held, about a doz- 
en gentlemen being present, and Dr.

A second and 
much larger meeting was held on 
July 25th, and the “Grand Caledon- 
jan Club” was instituted with Dr, 
Cairnie as its first president.

Grain For 
Insect Damage 


Numerous reports of insect 
damage in farm-stored grain re- 
veal that a potentially danger- 
ous situation exists, requirin 
thorough examination of ‘suc 
grain by farmers. 

The Saskatchewan Director of the 
Agriculture Department's plant in- 
dustry branch, R. E. McKenzie, said 
that while early reports of damage 
and heating showed the presence of 
the rusty grain beetle, investigation 
of more recent reports resulted in the 
finding of a large number of other 
insects. Of these the common grain 
mite and the rusty grain beetle are 
the principal ones which damage the 
kernel, but the other insects which

The following six tips on cold 
weather driving are offered by the 
Committee on Winter Driving Haz- 
ards of the National Safety Council. 

1, Get the feel of the road before 
you start out-—do this by trying your 
brakes while driving slowly and away 
from traffic, 

2, Adjust your speed to road con- 
ditions, Slow down on wet, snowy 
and icy roads so you can stop when 
necessary. 

3. Use tire chains on ice and snow 
—they cut down braking distances as 
much as 40 to 50 per cent, Chains

driver, 

4, Keep your windshields and win- 
dows clear of ice and snow, fog and 
frost. Be sure your headlights, wind-

Soil Conditioners 
The recent introduction of a 
roup of chemicals called “soil con- 
fitioners” has aroused a great deal 
of interest in the agricultural indus- 
try. Since the introduction of 
“Krilium” —late in 1951 —a large 
number of “soil conditioners” have 
dey on the market. 
hat Are They? Soil condition- 
ers are complex synthetic chemicals 
which act chemically to improve 
the structure of soils, particularly 
silt and clay soils. This structural- 
cal ae effect is remarkably 
stable and may last through several 
growing seasons. It is brought 
about by the chemical acting on the 
individual clay and silt particles, 
binding them together to form 
crumbs of varying sizes. The con- 
ditioners won’t work on all soils, on 
soils which are in good physical con- 
dition, for example, or on sandy 
soils. When properly applied and 
mixed with silt and clay soils, how- 
ever, they bring about a marked 
ae fapid improvement in soil 
ggregation. Oy 
Not fertilizers. None of the new 
soil cunditioners are fertilizers, The 
do not add plant food to the soil, 
nor are they a substitute for organic 
matter. Soil conditioners influence 
plant growth only indirectly, that is, 
through the changes brought about 
in soil structure. It is true, of 
_ course, that good structure and soil 
fertility go hand in hand, but “soil 
conditioners” are not fertilizers. 


J. Harper Prowse lashed out at the

By a 
vote of 51 to four they passed a 
resolution asking the federal govern- 
ment to amend the Code to allow 
bingo, when the major part of pro- 
ceeds are for charity.

{jWilkinson, S.C., Calgary, 
' Immediately the attorney-general 
announced his department would de- 
fer prosecution of bingo playing until 
the federal government takes action.

Potatoes do not always come out 
of storage in the same condition they 
went in, Some of the reasons for this 
are given by W. R. Phillips, and N. 
M. Parks, Horticulture Division, Ex- 
perimental Farms Service, in the bul- 
letin “Potato Storage”, 

Too low temperatures cause a! 
swectening of the potato due to the | 
accumulation of sugars. At tempera-| 
tures down to 40 degrees F. this is 
barely noticeable except with pota- 
toes used for crisps, chips or French 
fries. Below 40 degrees F, the} 
swectening over a period of time may | 
become objectionable. At 30 degrees, 
F, to 32 degrees F., sweetening quick- |

required to keep potatoes dormant. 
At 40 degrees F. a slight swelling of 
buds is followed by sprouting at the 
extreme limits of storage life. Tem- 
peratures above 40 degrees F. can be 
tolerated only for a few months, 

In recent years chemicals have 
been discovered whereby sprouting 
of potato tubers can be retarded for 
several months when held at temper- 
atures higher than those considered 
ideal for proper storing of potatoes, 

Recently, considerable success has 
resulted from the use of one of these 
chemicals (maleic hydrazide) as a 
sprout inhibitor when applied to* po- 
tato plants six weeks before harvest- 
ing. When applied in this way at a 
concentration of one-quarter of one 
per cent. of active ingredient, it re- 
tarded sprouting of potatoes held in 
storage for seven months at a tem- 
perature of 55 degrees F. . 

Methods of construction, ventila- 
tion, and temperature control, to pre- 
vent these losses or materially re- 
duce them, are detailed in “Potato

CHURCHILL, Man.—A story of luck and grit in the bitter cold 
of the long sub-Arctic night was told on his return here by bush 
pilot Gunnar Laurell who was marooned with his plane a week 
in the barren lands, 1,000 miles north of Winnipeg. An R.C.A.F. 
search plane found him. 


Flying freight from Ferguson Lake , was lucky. This was the only lake 


to Baker Lake, 375 miles northwest 
of here, on December 13, Laurell said 


the weather closed in and he could 
see no landmarks. His radar blacked 
out, and when he. dropped through 
the clouds Baker Lake was not where 
he expected. He continued on course 
| but later figured a strong tail wind 
had driven him past his destination. 
“When the reserve of gas dropped 
to 45 minutes, I changed course to 
southeast,” said Laurell, Still no 
luck, When only 20 minutes’ gas re- 
mained I decided to land. 
“Visibility was poor. I had to fly 
25 to 50 fect above the ground, At 
sight of an open spot I cut the gas 
and landed, In spite of the 13th, I

No one to 
speak to, Yet I did not dare go to 
sleep once during the seven days and 
nights lest I freeze.” : 


In his emergency kit only choco- 
lates, raisins, sugar and a parce! of 
vitamins were of any use. The re- 
mainder was frozen solid, and 
Laurell said he dared not allow him- 
self enough heat to thaw it. He usual- 
ly smokes a package of cigarettes a 
day, but had none, 

Laurell did not expect planes to 
search for him. He thought it would 
be considered certain he had crashed. 
Falling and blowing snow would 
make location of the wreck impos- 
sible until after Spring thaw, He in- 
tended to await milder weather then 
use his compass to go south to Baker 
Lake and follow the shore line to the 
settlement, When he heard the 
search plane Laurell said he was 
astounded. 

“I have no words to express my 
emotion—possibly the strongest was 
thankfulness to the R.C.A.F.” 

First reports indicated Laurell 
built an igloo to survive, but he said 
on his return he is adding a snow 
knife to-his equipment so that he can 
build an igloo if he ever again is 
forced down, He also aims to put 
smoke bombs and a large sheet of 
red cloth in his plane to help search- 
ers spot his plane.
